|7 pm. to 9 p.m. at Avidtion High

{ Co - sponsored by
Beach Dianas and the National
Foundation, the clinie will en-
jabla all people over the age of
3 months to receive the Salk vac-
cine polio shots for a fee of #1

per shot.
Children must be accompanied
parent guardian or pre
written consent. The shot
should not be obtained if one has
a cold or had a fever during the
24 hours prior to the clinie.
The complete series of three
shots, plus a yearly booster shot
necessary for maximum pro-
tection from polio. The first two
shots of the series should be re-
ceived a month apart and the
third shot obtained six months
later.
{ Polio cases have risen this,
yvear., One need not and should
not risk being stricken by this
disease!
